2 election shall be on a single 
ballot, separate from the ballots 
for party candidates, for judicial 


candidates and for state proposals. 


No. 1 on the city proposals bal- 
lot will be the proposed $16,000,- 
000 bond issue for slum clearance. 
No. 2 will be the $15,000,000 sewer 
construction and rehabilitation 
bond proposal, and No. 3 the pro- 
posed reduction of the fireman's 
work week from 84 to 48 hours. 
Nos. 1 and 2 will require a two- 


thirds vote for passage; No. 3 will 
require only a majority. 

Richmond C. Coburn and Walter 
W. Head, appearing for the Citi- 
zens’ Committee backing the slum 
clearance proposal, asked the Elec- 
tion Board to put the proposal on 
a separate ballot of its own. The 
Board decided against this. 

Chairman Frank L. Ramacciotti 
said the Board considered that a 
multiplicity of ballots would tend 
to confuse the voters, and that 
four separate ballots would be 
enough. The four will be: Candi- 
dates of all parties; candidates for 
judicial office under non-partisan 
court system; state proposals, and 
city proposals. 

The state praposals will be: No. 
1, the Curry road amendment; 
No. 2, soldier bonus and sales 
tax increase proposal; and No. 3, 
amendment to authorize cities 
over 40,000 to set up pension sys- 
tems for city employes. Each of 
these will require a majority vote 
throughout the state for passage. 


N. A. A. C. P. Meeting Votes to Op- 
pose Slum Bond Issue. 

A mass meeting attended by 
about 150 Negroes, at Union Me- 
morial Methodist Church, Leffing- 
well avenue and Pine boulevard, 
voted unanimously yesterday to 
oppose the $16,000,000 slum clear- 
ance bond issue. 

Announcement of this action 
Was made by Guy S. Ruffin, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis branch of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
which sponsored the meeting. The 
gathering marked the close of a 
two-day conference of Missouri 
branches of the N.A.A.C.P. 

Ruffin said there were no votes 
cast in favor of the bond issue, 
although there were indications 
that a few of those present fa- 
vored the bond proposal. He said 
the audience consisted of mem- 
bers of the N.A.A.C.P. No one 
spoke for the bond plan.

C. P., spoke especially of the 
lack of any ordinance assuring 
substitute housing for Negroes 
who would be moved out of the 
slum clearance area. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
adopted a resolution, declaring it 
to be the public policy of the city 
that present slum occupants would 
not be moved until suitable new 
housing, at rents they could pay, 
became available. Some Negro 
leaders are supporting the bond 
issue. Ruffin said the St. Louis

LOST A-BOMB TALE 
OF WINCHELL’S OLD, 
UNTRUE, NAVY SAYS 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—For the 
second time in three months the 
Navy Department officially denied 
today a report that an atomic 
bomb mysteriously disappeared in 
the Pacific during World War II. 

The Navy made its second cate- 
gorical denial in response to a 
radio broadcast last night by 
Walter Winchell, in which the 
columnist declared an atom bomb 
was aboard the cruiser Indian- 
apolis when the ship was sunk. 

Winchell went on to say that 
our Navy “rushed to the scene” 
and for many weeks “dozens of 
deep-sea divers” sought to retrieve 
the bomb. But, he related, there 
was no sign of the bomb, “despite 
the fact that the room in which 
the bomb was hidden was still in- 
tact.” 

Comdr. Robert Jackson, Navy 
Public Relations Officer, told the 


straight facts are that the In- 
dianapolis had carried components 
of an atomic bomb to Tinian in 
the Marianas for assemblage. It 
had delivered all of the compon- 
ents of ‘the bomb, and then was 
ordered to the Philippines for new 
duty. Northeast of Leyte Island 
the Indianapolis, on July 29, 1945, 
was torpedoed by 2 Japanese sub- 
marine and sunk in very deep 
water. 

“Naval operations has verified 
the fact that there was no atomic 
bomb, nor any components of a 
bomb, aboard the ship when it 
sank. It went down in about 500 
fathoms of water, too deep for 
any diver to reach it. 

“Naval divers made no attempt 
to get to it, and we do not expect 
that it can ever be inspected or 
salvaged.”

In map rodins, boardrooms, classrooms, barrooms, the 
question was asked u million times. Britain, which has re- 
cently looked upon the U.S. as somewhat hysterical about 
the danger of war, was swept by 2 wave of alarm—but not 
of panic. 

The London Daily Mirror reported the British people as 

“calmly bewildered and apprehensively steady. The phrase 
was very British, but it described the attitude of the Western 
world in general. 

The West was braced for 2 blow—and it wanted desperately 
to know whether the blow was likely to come soon, or whether 
it might be postponed a year, or ten, or more. 

No man alive—not even Stalin—knew the answer. No one 
had a grip on all the main factors in the equation. Some men, 
however, knew much more than others; and some answers 
were much better than others. 


Last week a survey of the best sources of information in 
the non-Communist world yielded some hard facts, some 
pertinent speculation and some cautious conclusions about 
the chances of war. 


Just for Defense? 


The U.S. has no persuasive direct evidence that Russia is 
preparing an immediate military attack. 

The Red Army (see cut) has at least 14 divisions in Eastern 
Germany—a formidable force compared to the U. S., British 
and continental troops facing them. There is, however, little 
evidence that the Russians have been building up their gar- 
rison in Germany or preparing it to strike. 

Some evidence exists of increasing Russian military con- 
centration much farther east, between Kiev and the Ruman- 
ian border. This might be preparation for an attack. On the 
other hand, it might be a Russian defensive measure, spring- 
ing from the Kremlin’s uneasiness over the uncasy satellite 
countries on Russia's border. 

The intelligence services of Western nations were cer- 
tain that Russia, although it had the larger ground force, 
would be militarily much weaker than an armed U.S. 

The Russians have not got the atomic bomb. The Rus- 
sian economic machine has made mo recent important 
strides on the very long way it would have to go to ap- 
proach equality with the U.S. Nevertheless, Russia’s 
defensive capacity is impressive. If attacked, Russia would 
defeud itself stubbornly. 

As to the near side of the fence, some equally certain state- 
ments can be made. The U.S. and its allies are not mounting 
an attack on Russia. They too are trying to strengthen their 
defenses, and they have concentrated in Britain a bomber 
force capable of striking a very hard, retaliatory, atomic 

blow if the Red Army moves against the West. 

Communists profess to believe that a group of ‘capitalists 
and militarists” who dominate U.S. policy want war. 
Wallace repeats this dangerous lie. Even a few British offi- 
cials believe that the U.S. Government leans toward the idea 
of a “preventive war” in the near future, before Russia gains 
in relative strength.

slightly longer pause and an expression of the eyes such as 
might be brought by only a beautiful memory or a lovely 
hope) then . well, I don't say for centuries, not centuries 
necessarily, but for a very long time indeed, the Western 
powers and Russia may live without disturbance beside one 
another . . . Of course, this sort of arrangement would not be 
pleasant for the Poles and the Czechs, but. (how the 
gesture suggests a delicate, gentlemanly shrug) well, I think 
we could have peace for a long time. Just Berlin—that’s all 
that stands in the way. That is why we are so anxious to 
solve this one remaining question . . just Berlin.” 

This well-intentioned nincompoop obviously thought that 
war was just around the corner, but that it could be pushed 
into the very remote future by a single act of renunciation on 
the part of the West. 


He was concentrating on a tree—Berlin—and ignoring a 
whole forest of issues to which the Russians could (and, on 
form, would) turn the day after they had cut down the 


Western position in Berlin. 


A Western retreat from Berlin would not bring immediate 
war, but it would invite a further Russian advance in Germany 
which would be harder to resist because the Berlin concession 
had been made. At some point along this road, the West would 
probably turn and stand its ground, as Neville Chamberiain 
turned and stood on the issue of the invasion of Poland. 


Powder Kegs & Lollipops 

No worthwhile estimate of the chances of war can be made 
(as the Frenchman made his) on the basis of an isolated 
issue, whether it be Hitler’s drive for Poland or Stalin’s for 

Great nations are not powder kegs exploding into war at 
the drop of a carelessly tossed Gi ic demarche. Nor are 
they children, to be pacified by a conciliatory lollipop. Situa- 
tions ripe for war find the specific issues (sometimes quite 
trivial ones, like Sarajevo) that start the shooting. Situations 
not ripe for war ignore ific issues (sometimes very 
serious ones, like Hitler’s remilitarization of the Rhineland). 

From Waterloo to 1914 there were a score of issues over 
which France and Britain might have fought. They were old 
enemies and current imperial rivals. Yet they did not fight: 
the French had little chance against British sea power; the 
British had little interest in destroying the French check on 
Austrian and Prussian land power. Britain and France were 
not “ripe” for war.

What about their relative strength? In the tangible, meas- 
urable factors with which military men deal, the U.S., plus 
its allies, would be clearly much stronger than Russia plus 
its allies. 

There are, however, imponderables in the equation. A 
Communist in a Chinese radio station might think up a 
political slogan worth six aircraft carriers or a large steel 
plant. The relative superiority of the U.S., while certain by 
military standards, is only probable by over-all strategic 
standards. A sane Communist could conclude that Russia’s 
strength equals or surpasses that of the U.S. 


He could, of course, be wrong, as the Kaiser and Hitler 
and Tojo were wrong. Who will win a war is determined by 
real strength, but whether a war will start is determined largely 
by estimates of strength, which may be right or wrong. 


When the U. S. tries to guess at how the Kremlin estimates 
U.S. strength, it is obviously dealing with the probable, the 
possible and the fantastic. Who, for instance, can say what 


effect the police state mentality has on honest strategic in- 
formation? Do they tell Stalin what he wants to hear? Or 
do they tell him the truth? 

Even in this murky area of speculation there are some 
signposts. Stalin does not seem to be an egomaniac, like 
Hitler. His career has been notable for caution. 


On a number of issues the Soviet government has reacted to 
U.S. firmness in a way that indicates its respect for U.S.

The balance of evidence seems to indicate that the Kremlin 
estimate of relative U.S. v. Russian strength is about the 
same as the US. calculation. If the Russians do consider the 
U.S. clearly stronger, then the chances of immediate war 


probably are not great. 
X or Y or Z? 


If there is any argument in Russia’s Politburo (and there 
probably is) about relative U.S.-Russian strength, that argu- 
ment is bound to lead into another: Is Communism growing 
at the expense of anti-Communism, or vice versa? 

If Politburo Member X believes that the U.S. is now 
stronger than Russia, but that in the future U.S. strength 


To Z any sign that the West is declining is an argument for 
postponing war until it declines further; any sign that it is 
rising is reason for fighting now. 

The prevailing view in Washington is that Kremlin policy 
is controlled by those who think like Politburo Member X. 


A small minority (which contains some very shrewd men) 
believes that Comrade Z has the floor in Moscow. If this 
minority is right, then U.S. rearmament and the success of 
the Marshall Plan might bring war closer. Nevertheless, this 
minority group favors rearmament and the Marshall Plan, 
not because it wants war, but because it fears a Communist 
sweep across the world unless anti-Communist resistance 
is stiffened. 


There is not much objective evidence that Kremlin policy 
is dominated by the now-or-never school. The Communists 
made an energetic and brilliant bid for the domination of 
Europe, but they did not spend or risk much in the bidding. 


Their electoral drives for France and Italy cost the Krem- 
lin very little; their defeat leaves them in a position to try 
again at the first sign of Western weakness—and try they will. 

In Asia, Red success has probably outrun Kremlin expecta- 
tions. They are a long way from control of Asia, but they have 
helped to alienate most of it from the West. Already this suc- 
cess is paying Red dividends in denying to Europe a large part 
of normal trade with Asia. (see FOREIGN NEWS.) 

World Communism has recently lost ground in the West- 
ern Hemisphere and in Europe; but it is not a cornered rat, 
and there is little reason to suppose that it will act like one. 
If Marx, Lenin and Stalin are right (and a Communist is 
conditioned to believe they are), the West is bound to de- 
cline. The role of the Communist, as he sees it, is to speed 
that decline. Of all the ways that it can be done, war is 
the riskiest. 

It is significant (although certainly not conclusive) that 
the U.S.S.R. did not attack either Germany or Japan during 
the years when both were preparing to attack her. 


Permanent Crisis 
From these facts, inferences and guesses, some conclusions, 
mostly tentative, can be drawn. Among them: 
1. The U.S. does not want war now. (Certain.) 


2. The U.S. will fight against a Russian military ad- 
vance almost anywhere, including Berlin, beyond the 
area now Soviet-controlled. (Highly probable.) | 
3. The U.S. would be much slower to react militarily 
against Russian political gains. (Highly probable.) 

4. The U.S. S. R. does not want war now. (Probabie.) 
3. The U.S. S. R. will continue to press hard against soft 
spots in the anti-Communist front. (Highly probable.) 
6. The danger of war decreases as Western strength 
grows, increases as it declines. (Probabie.) 

7. War this year is a real possibility, but is not probable. 


8. Continued disturbance of the “peace” is almost 
certain. 7

Shmoo, Symbol of Confusion 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To us who look to the Post-Dispatch 
editorials for mental meat, “The Sub- 
versive Shmoo” is a disappointing hash 
Gévoid of penetration and interpreta- 
tion. No midnight oi] was burned on 
this earth-shaking phenomenon. 

The shmoo is far more than a benevo- 
lent or malevolent comic, He is indica- 
tive of a yearning on the part of at least 
27,000,000 Americans. He is symptomatic 
of a new confusion and fear which is 
creeping into the psyche of too many. In 
a word, it is wishful thinking instead of 
direct actfon—an insidious narcotic. 

The fact that the shmoo lays eggs, 
gives bottled milk, yields juicy steaks 
and provides clothing and shelter is in- 
consequential. The effect of this super- 
generosity on our free enterprise and 
red-hot competition is equally irrelevant. 

The shmoo is an escape. Taken merely 
as such, we could easily handle him, as 
much of our entertainment is an escape 
from reality. His danger lies in the fact 
that he promises via the road of fun 
and fancy what we—especially our 
young men and women-were once 
taught could be achieved by preparation 
and hard work. 

Two world wars and the threat of a 
third have caused not only confusion 
but a mental attitude of what’s-the-use. 
The shmoo concept of plenty without 
effort takes hold because the reality for 
which it stands (the simple satisfactions 
of life) is being pushed further into 
the realm of the unattainable. Here is 
the real danger. 

Twenty-five years ago the young man 
knew that the world was his oyster and 
that if willing to pay the price he could 
open it. Since the beginning of World 
War II there has beén a growing sense 
of regimentation and frustration. 

Browning tells us that “our reach 
must exceed our grasp.” This philoso- 
phy built our nation. It fed our pioneers.

now propose a new meeting of the foreign min- 
isters of the four powers on the question of 
Berlin. They also say they would like to be a 
party to international control of atomic energy. 

These proposals are tailored to suit the plans 
of Moscow in the given moment. The Kremlin 
is confronted with the prospect of having world 
opinion on the Berlin issue rallied against it 
in the United Nations General Assembly. If Rus- 
sia can keep the German blockade from going 
before the UN for review now, the Communist 
designs will have gained some time at least. 
Meanwhile they will have staved off criticism 
almost certain to have been the harshest spoken 
in UN against a member. 

If the United States, Britain and France 
should agree to return to four-power negotia- 
tions on Berlin, we would be back where we were 
when sessions were ended because of the con- 
tinuing deadlock. Yet since the Western de- 
mocracies believe in settlement of international 
differences around the council table, Washing- 
ton, London and Paris must keep in mind the 
possibility of a renewal of conversations. 

The Russians wish to use their proposal to 
their advantage. The Western democracies can 
use it to the advantage of the West. Secretary 
Marshall and his associates at Paris should 
say that if the Red blockade of Berlin is lifted 
first, the Western foreign ministers will again 
sit down with the Russians on the German issue. 

Marshal Sokolovsky, the Red commander in 
Germany, said in his statement that the way to 
settle the Berlin issue was by direct negotiation 


with the Russians. That, of course, has been the 


position of the United States, Britain and France 
all along. The Western democracies did not 
want to take the problem of the blockade to UN. 
They decided to do so only after a long series 
of disappointments in direct negotiation. 


The task above all other tasks just now before 
the Western diplomats is to get the blockade of 
Berlin lifted. It is idle to talk about working 
out the solution of long-term issues, when at 
this moment a gigantic airlift is the only means 
of getting food, fuel and other supplies to the 
beleaguered peoples in most of Berlin. 


The prospects are very dark that the Krem- 
lin will accept such a ‘condition to the re- 
sumption of direct negotiations. But it should 
be asked on the grounds that the West has noth- 
ing to lose and it might gain something. In any 
event, it becomes part of the record and the 
record is important. History will judge the 
Western democracies as well as the Soviets. We 
should be always ready for every reasonable ef- 
fort at negotiation. 

When Russia denounces “international con- 
trol” of the atom one day as an instrument of 
American imperialism, and demands it the next 
day as an essential to peace, the honest reader of 
the news may be pardoned if he becomes con- 
fused. 

This apparent nonsense becomes sensible only 
when the strange double Janguage of the Soviets 
is applied to it. Russia has made it plain ever 
since the atomic talks started that what it means 
by international control,” the kind it likes, is 
self-policing by every nation—not international 
control at all. .

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Waiting for the DPs 

The first shipload of European DPs is sched- 
uled to arrive about the middle of the month. 
It will bring 800 of these people to the United 
States. The Displaced Persons Commission an- 
nounces that jobs await all of them. Indeed, 
there is still such a labor shortage in the United 
States that Assistant Secretary of Labor Philip 
Hannah says the admission of all the 205,000 
DPs authorized by Congress in the next two 
years will have less effect on American economic 
life than a pebble cast into the ocean. 


The actual arrival of these homeless ones 
should begin to demonstrate this strongly enough 
to impress even Congress. The stability and 
enterprise of the immigrants should be even 
more impressive. And certainly Congress needs 
impressing. 

The present DP law is inadequate and unjust. 
It does not admit nearly as many of these un- 
fortunates as the United States could advanta- 
geously absorb, And it is rankly discriminatory 
about those it does admit. Revision is very 
much in order. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
actual experience with DPs may prove more 
eloquent than past appeals in their behalf.

Cummulative figures through 
Sept. 29 show France has received 
a total of $438,898,730—the largest 
slice of ECA funds. The United 
Kingdom, with $400,098,200, is next. 
Italy has received $237,273,936 and 
the recipients range downward to 
$6,608,717 for Trieste. 

Food and agriculture allotments 
last week totaled $901,733,905. A 
total of $678,133,068 was approved 
for industrial items. 

ECA began the new period with 
only one loan on its books— 
$2,200,000 to Iceland for use in 
its fisheries. Congress, in approp- 
riating funds for European re- 
covery, said at least a billion 
dollars of ECA total funds of 
$5,055,000,000. must go for loans.

Here, because South starts with 
one spade, North’s three-diamond 
bid is a one-round force, but when 
the opening bid has been one no- 
trump, which tells the full story 
of the hand in one bid, the opener 
is under no compulsion whatever 
to rebid unless his partner makes 
a jump response. North's bid in 
the actual sequence, therefore, 
was nothing but a competitive ma- 
neuver, and South should have 
passed.
